EXPLANATIONS We submit the 
REGARDING following explana- 
‘THE NEW tions pertaining to 
PHARMACY P 
LAW the proposed phar- 
| — macy law of Cali- 
fornia. In the December issue of the 


Pacific Pharmacist we will publish the 


full text of the law as we hope it will 


be adopted by the State Legislature at 
its next meeting in February, I9QIT1. 

1. The new law is to go into effect 
in 1912, probably July 1st. 


_ 2,. The new law is not to be made 
retroactive upon those who are active 


ly engaged in pharmacy at the time the 
law goes into effect. That is, a regis- 
tered licentiate in pharmacy actively 


engaged in business under the present 


law will not be interfered with in any 
manner whatsoever. This being the 
case, there is every reason why every 
pharmacist in the State of California 
should exert his every effort in behalf 
of the new law. The new law will 


’ better pharmacy in every way. Anyone 


who asserts that the new law will work 
hardships on the pharmacists of Cali- 
forniaor who asserts that it will not im- 
prove pharmacy in the great State of 
California, does so through ignorance 
or because he has been misinformed. 


3. The new law will result in plac- 
ing pharmacy on a professional basis. 
Whatever else pharmacy may be it is 
and should be a profession and should 
receive professional recognition. Phar- 
macy cannot and will not receive pro- 
fessional recognition until the diplo- 
mas from reputable colleges of phar- 
macy receive proper recognition. The 
diploma from a reputable college of 
pharmacy will be made (in the pro- 
posed new law) a prerequisite to the 
State Board of Pharmacy examina- 


tion. That is, on and after July Ist, 


1912, every candidate appearing before 


the State Board for the purpose of 


qualifying to practice pharmacy in 
California, must present a diploma 
from a reputable college of pharmacy 
as a necessary requisite. : 
4. The administration of the Cali- 
fornia pure drugs law is to be placed 
with the Board of Pharmacy, thus tak- 
ing it out of the control of the Board 
of Health. In order that the Board of 


Pharmacy may administer this im- 


portant law adequately and may co-op- 
erate satisfactorily with the Federal 
authorities in regulating the interstate 
and import traffic in drugs, the mem- 
bers of said board must have suitable 
qualification as evidenced by college 
training and special practical expe- 
rience in the commerce and quality of 
drugs. 

5. Ihe Board of Pharmacy is to be 
removed from political influence and 
control. Politics and cliques should 


have absolutely no influence in nomin- — 


ating or appointing board members. A 
responsiblenon-political body—namely, 
the California Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, is to have the nominating power. 
Everyone nominated by this body is 
equally qualified, so that the appoint- 
ments made from the list of candidates 
nominated, will in every instance be 
satisfactory. 

6. The above points have been 
gone over carefully by the Legislative 
Committees of the California Pharma- 
ceutical Association and of the Alumni 
Association of the California College 
of Pharmacy and .their recommenda- 
tions are published on another page of 
this issue. 

7. The present pharmacy law has 
many points that are good and cannot 
be improved upon and these will be in-

corporated in the proposed new law. 
In framing up the new law the new 
New York law is used as the model. 
The New York pharmacy law is an ex- 
cellent one but it was necessary to 
make certain changes in order to adapt 
it to California conditions. 

8. We enter into this rather full 
explanation in order that the pharma- 
cists of California may not labor under 
misapprehensions as regards the scope 


of the proposed new law. Remember 


that we hope to publish the full text of 
the proposed new law in the December 
issue of the Pacific Pharmacist. 

g. Read, also the communication by 
P. H. Munson, chairman of the Legis- 
tive Committee of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association, and the 
most instructive paper by Henry A. 
Melvin, Associate Chief Justice of Cali- 
fornia. | 

10. Lastly, remember that the Leg- 
islative Committee needs funds for the 
purpose of bringing the proposed law 
before the State legislative body and 
seeing to it that it will be adopted by 
both houses and received the signature 
of the Governor. Every dollar spent 
for this purpose is a dollar well spent. 

We also need your moral support. 
Use your powers of argument to con- 
vert the misled and misguided ones 
who are opposed to the new law, 
should there be any. |

full life and the crime epidemic fol- 
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lows. For this the newspapers are 
solely responsible. 


It should be made a criminal offensé 


to publish crime details of any kind. 
Newspapers should not be permitted 
to “investigate” imaginary or sup- 
posed crimes. We have the police au- 
thorities to attend to this. [he man- 
ner in which newspapers report cer- 
tain crimes is depressingly disgusting 
to all normal minds; can do no pos- 
sible good and does great harm. Jur- 
ists, scholars generally and all decent- 


minded citizens admit this; then why — 


are newspapers permitted to continue 


in their crime engendering efforts? 


MEDICAL The investigation of 
EDUCATION medical schools by. the 
Carnegie Foundation has resulted in 
a scathing verdict, expressed in the re- 
port which we hereby quote: 

1. For twenty-five years there has been 


an enormous overproduction of uneducated 
and ill-trained medical practitioners. This 


_has been in absolute disregard of the public 


welfare and without any serious thought of 
the interests of the public. Taking the 
United States as a whole, physicians are 
four or five times as numerous as in older 
countries like Germany. 


2. Overproduction of ill-trained men. is 


due in the main of the existence of a very 
large number of commercial schools, sus- 
tained in many cases by advertising methods 
through which a mass of unprepared youth 
is drawn out of industrial occupations into 
the study of medicine. 


3. Until recently the conduct of a medi- 
cal school was a profitable business, for the 
methods of instruction were mainly didatic. 
As the need for more laboratories has be- 
come more keenly felt, the expenses of an 
efficient medical school have been greatly 
increased. The inadequacy of many of 
these schools may be judged from the fact 
that over one-third of all our medical 
schools have incomes below $10,000, and 
these incomes determine the quality of in- 
struction that they can and do offer. 

Colleges and universities have in large 


‘measure failed in the past twenty-five years 


to appreciate the great advance in medical 
education and the increased cost of teach- 


the United States. 


ing it along modern lines. Many univer- 


_ gities desirous of apparent educational com- 


pleteness, have annexed medical schools 
without making themselves responsible 
either for the standards of the professional 
schools or for their support. 

4. The existence of many of these un- 
necessary and inadequate medical schools 
have been defended by the argument that 
a poor medical school is justified in the in- 
terests of the poor boy. It is clear that 
the poor boy has no right to go into any 
profession for which he is not willing to 
obtain adequate preparation; but the facts 
set forth in this report make it evident that 
this argument is insincere, and that the 
excuse which has hitherto been put forward 
in the name of the poor boy is in realty an 
argument in behalf of the poor medical 
school. A smaller number of medical 
schools are needed, better equipped and 
better conducted; fewer physicians, better 


educated and better trained. 


_ The argument set forth in (4) is of 
especial interest to pharmacists as it 
is the argument of those misguided 


ones who declare itis unjust to compel 


the poor lad to finish a full course in a 
reputable college of pharmacy. 

‘The Carnegie Foundation is to in- 
vestigate the colleges of pharmacy of 
We hope this will 
be done soon because we are absolutely 


satished that a thorough investigation 
would reveal a rather sad condition of 
affairs. Thus far the colleges of phar- 
macy have subsisted wholly upon the 
good-will and higher motives of the 
few who feel that they owe it to hu- 
manity to qualify themselves properly. 


EXPERT The prejudiced testi- 


TESTIMONY fying of partizan experts 


is the chief cause of the miscarriage 
of justice in our courts. This dis- 
eraceful condition has prevailed only 
too long. The effort now being made 
in some twenty states to have the state 
select the witnesses and to grant them 
adequate remuneration for services 
rendered, makes us feel hopeful that 
these conditions will be improved.

to correct the evil that has prevailed 
so long was illustrated in the recent 
epidemic of the Thaw variety of crim- 
inal cases. More than one so-called 
expert on nervous diseases “testified” 
to suit and for a consideration, irre- 
spective of his honest convictions if 
he had any at all. : 

The proposed reform will, of course, 
not preclude the securing of expert 
witnesses by the accused and by the 
prosecutor to assist in the case, but 
such witnesses will be acknowledged 
as hired partizans and will not be per- 
mitted to testify in court. In order 


to eliminate the danger of high-handed | 


officialism in the proposed reform, 
there should be provision for the court 
to call any expert witness jointly re- 
quested by the defense ‘and prosecu- 
tion. The list of experts should be 
confined to reputable bodies, as medi- 
cal, chemical, pharmaceutical, engin- 
eering, etc. In so far as possible there 
should be recognized educational and 
experience qualifications governing the 
eligibility to duties as. expert wit- 
nesses. All these and other points in 
the reform measures will no doubt re- 
ceive full consideration before they 
are finally adopted. As it applies to 
pharmacy, the State Board might 


designate certain specialists in the 


several branches .of pharmaceutical 
practice as State experts in pharmaceu- 
tical cases, to be called by the court 
when deemed “desirable, as when such 
expert testifying is demanded by both 
parties in the suit. There are a thou- 
sand and one details in the reform 
which we cannot enter into in detail. 
The expert witness must be granted 
certain directive powers, as in the se- 
curing samples, indicating the time re- 
ner of presenting testimony, etc. 


THE WHISKEY In an early issue we 
LIST will print a list of 
those articles which, according to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue at 
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Washington, do not contain enough 
medicinal substances to prevent their 
use as alcoholic beverages. The list 
is a long one, and occupies much of our 
valuable space, but we deem it of suff- 
cient importance to the pharmacist to 
warrant printing it. 
As medicines these substances are 
the fake order and should be so listed 
and treated, as whiskies they are, as 
a rule, bad or rotten. Every pharma- 
cist should refuse to keep any of them. 


THE NEW PHARMACY’ LAW 
By J. G Munson 
The Legislative Committee of the 
California Pharmaceutical Association 


is now planning a new pharmacy law 


to come before the Legislature next 


winter. This committee is very much 


interested with this important law, 
and are deeply considering the most 


essential features, namely, what should 


we have, what can we get and what 


should we avoid. Your committee is 


to hold a joint meeting with like com- 
mittees representing pharmacy. We 
are to considér the pharmacy. laws now 
in operation in the various states and, 
“last but not least,’ we are to fight 
off the political druggists and those 
enemies who are trying to prevent the 
profession of pharmacy from ad- 
vancing. 

It is a fact that an up-to-date phar- 
macy law, properly administered, is 
worth many hundreds of dollars to 
every progressive pharmacist doing 
business in the glorious State of Cali- 
fornia. 

Under the new proposed law, if you 
are a licentiate in pharmacy, the right 
to conduct or own a drug-store is 
yours, just the same as under our 
present law. If you are an assistant 
pharmacist, or if you are an apprentice 
in pharmacy, you will have the rights 
and privileges as under the present 
law. You will also have just as long 
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a time to qualify for licentiate as you 
do under the present law. 
But all who wish to be registered 


after the new law goes into effect must. 


comply with the requirements of the 
new law. In other words, all those 
who are registered up to 1912 will be 
vested with the rights of the present 
law. That is to say, the new law 
will not be made retroactive. 

Some pharmacists say that our 
present law is good enough. This 
opinion is held only by those who have 
not studied laws recently passed in 
many of the other states. Study these 
laws and you will agree that our pres- 
ent law must be changed if we wish 
to keep abreast of the progressive 
changes. | 

Your legislative committee is work- 
ing to this end, and so far they have 
met with only one body of men who 
have opposed an up-to-date law, and 
this body has opposed it for political 
reasons only. 

Our universities, our State, alumni, 
local and National pharmaceutical as- 
sociations are all fighting for higher 
and better pharmacy. They are all 
ready to do their utmost to place the 
pharmaceutical profession on a higher 
plane. Education of the pharmacist 
all depends upon the laws enacted by 
the people. The laws have been too 
lax, and as the educational require- 
ments to practice in all other profes- 
sions are so much higher than in phar- 
macy, it is high time that we see that 
our profession is no longer neglected, 
which will be better protection for the 
people and more protection for those 
practicing the protession of pharmacy. 

Your legislative committee does not 
want to be dictatorial, but they do 
wish to work for the advancement of 
the profession on professional lines, 
and we do want you to enjoy your 
chosen profession by living in an at- 
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to study Latin?” 
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mosphere where you will receive recog- 
nition by all of the other professions. 

Every registered pharmacist should 
boost for a new and better pharmacy 
law. The spirit of bettering things 
should never die.

Doubtless the elimination of these 
“short cut-examination-fee druggists” 
would be occasioned through the 
eraduate requirement would result 
and thus better the general condition.

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE REGU- 


LATION OF THE PRACTICE OF 
PHARMACY BY LAW*: 


Members of the Faculty, Ladies and 
Gentlemen and Fellow Students: 
I find myself in a position of no 


little embarrassment this morning—an 


embarrassment which I can illustrate 
by telling a story that is related of Mr. 
Nat C. Goodwin, the celebrated actor. 
One evening, Mr. Goodwin was. called 
before the curtain by a delighted au- 
dience and compelled to make a speech. 
In a voice trembling with emotion he 
said: “Ladies and gentlemen, I have 
been frequently honored by audiences, 
but never before have the plaudits so 
touched me as do your favorable dem- 
onstrations of this evening; for 1 was 
born in this dear old city of New 
Haven, and today I have been wan- 
dering under the beautiful elms that 
sheltered me in boyhood days, and 
have been recalling the happy, happy 


hours when as a little New Haven 


lad I played here.” Mr. Goodwin 
here paused as if almost overcome 
with emotion, and his manager hissed

from the wings: “You nickel-plated 
idiot, this isn’t New Haven, this is 
Hartford!” Now for the application 
of the story. Somehow I had an idea 


that I was to address a graduating . 
class, but, arriving here, have discov- 


ered that you are just beginning the 
college year. I had expected to give 


_ good advice to graduates and find that 


the term is opening not closing. 


However, upon second thought, it. 


occurs to me that good advice intended 
for the alumnus cannot be altogether 
amiss for the undergraduate. 

First of all, permit me to thank you 
for the high honor involved in the in- 
vitation to speak here today. AIl- 
though it is a long time since I stood 
behind a _ prescription counter and 
struggled with the mysteries of the 
Pharmacopoeia, I have never lost in- 
terest in that noble profession to which 
my father and one of my brothers de- 
voted so many years of their useful 
lives. This is not my first attendance 
at a meeting of this kind. Among the 
faculty I 
worked for years in the cause of higher 
pharmaceutical education, but I miss 
two well-beloved faces. William M. 
Searby and Samuel H. Melvin have 


‘answered “adsum” to the roll-call of 


the “Great University,” but I know 
that the influence of their scientific 


learning and of their manly, noble 


lives, is and will continue to be a living 
power in this institution. Their mem- 
ories will also be cherished because 
they were among the pioneers in that 
movement which resulted the 
rational regulation of the practice of 
pharmacy in California by law. 

And, speaking of my father (if you 
will pardon the personal note again), 
reminds me that one of your professors 
complimented me a few moments ago 


recognize men who have 
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upon my resemblance to him. I told 
the professor of a visit I made to my 
father’s old negro coachman, when I 
went back to my birthplace after an 
absence of many years. He greeted me 
most affectionately and said: “Honey, 
youse growed almost as big as your 
father was.” 

“Why, George,” I answered, “My 
father was five feet 11 inches in height 
and weighed two hundred pounds, 
while I am more than six feet tall and 
weigh two hundred and sixty-five 
pounds.” 

‘‘My goodness! Is that so!” he ex- 
claimed, and then looking me over 
carefully, said: “But the old doctor 
was a mighty handsome man.” 

Although many writers upon public 
questions deplore the modern ten- 
dency toward regulation by law of al- 
‘most 
sheets in hotels to the width of the 
wheels on a dump-cart, all admit the 
advantage of proper restrictions upon 
the practice of pharmacy. Even the 
old argument that such laws are 
monopolistic in their tendencies has 
been abandoned before the obvious an- 
swer that in this country no privilege 
depending entirely upon possession of 
educational qualifications can_ be 
monopolistic. Brains are not monopo- 
lized by any class, sect or organization, 
and in this land of free schools, the 
means of education are within the 
reach of all. 

In every jurisdiction having laws for 
the regulation of the practice of phar- 
macy, such statutes are upheld as be- 
ing based upon the “police power” of 
the Government. Speaking of such 
laws, the Supreme Court of the State 
of Pennsylvania says: ‘Their object 
is the protection of the public health. 
The requirement that one conducting 
such a trade should have such chemi- 
cal and pharmaceutical knowledge as 
to qualify him to handle intelligently 


vs. Zacharias, 181 Pa. St. 126.) 


everything, from the size of 


the dangerous commodities in which he 
deals, is reasonable.” (Commonwealth 
It is 
not my intention, however, to devote 
much time to the discussion of this 
fundamental and most important rea- 
son for the passage of pharmacy laws, 
because it is so obvious as to require 
but little elucidation. Let us rather 


consider some of the less apparent but 


almost as important blessings growing 
out of the passage of such laws. 
_ Foremost among these is the stimu- 
lation given to the cause of scientific 
education—the encouragement of col- 
leges like this. It is important that 
the public should be protected by hav- 
ing none but educated men on guard 


in pharmacies, but every educated man 


added to a community is an asset 
worth having. I do not mean to say 
that all educated men are good men, 
but I do say that education never 
makes a bad man worse, while it al- 
waysimprovesa goodman. Themenand 
women educated here are not only bet- 
ter citizens for that reason than they 
would be without such training, but 2s 
a rule they are happier, and I will ven- 
ture to say that no member of this 
college will ever regret the years of 
study passed here. Perhaps some of 
you will not continue in the profes- 
sion. Some of the ladies may advance 
into the realm of applied domestic 
science, and some of the gentlemen 
may be even so foolish as to lapse into 
the law; but you will often find use 
for your special knowledge, whether it 
be in knowing when and in what 
quantity paregoric is to be adminis- 
tered, or in cross-examining a so-called 
“medical expert” who has been testi- 
fying for a fee to the limit of his per- 
verted imagination. 
Admission to practice pharmacy ac- 
cording to law involves not only 
privilege but definite obligation also. 
The licensed practitioner is obliged to 
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render that reasonable degree of expert 
skill ordinarily possessed by those 
having like credentials. He impliedly 
warrants the good quality of the drugs 
dispensed and that prescriptions are 
compounded secumdum artem. Courts 
have held pharmacists to strict ac- 
countability in such matters. 

Where great responsibility exists we 
always find a high state of professional 
dignity and ethical feeling. Responsi- 
bility coupled with educational require- 
ments will dignify any calling. 


Another important result of the kind 


of laws which we have been discussing 
is that they form men into a class, de- 
voted to the same business in life. 


Without such laws druggists are mere 
With them, practitioners | 


merchants. 
of pharmacy are brothers of a learned 


guild, having the advantage of esprit — 


du corps, association in societies for 
the improvement in methods and the 
suggestion of meritorious legislation, 


and possessing also a jealous care for 


the proper education of novitiates. 

I do not say that our present system 
is ideal or that no reforms are needed. 
I do say, however, 
years there has been excellent progress 
and development in pharmacy in Cali- 
fornia. Personally, I am one of those 
old-fashioned fellows who would like 
to see more development along pro- 
fessional lines and less in associated 
general merchandise. It rather startles 
me when I go into a drug-store and 
hear a dignified Ph. G. saying to his 
customer: “Yes, madam, that is the 
most becoming buggy for a brunette 
baby. I sold one to a colored lady 
yesterday,” or hear the same salesman 
report to Mrs. Smith that the talking- 
machine record of “My Rag Time Sal” 
had arrived. But perhaps I am hope- 
lessly out of date. At any rate, if we 
must have cameras and baseballs and 


that for twenty 
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chocolate creams, let us not permit 
them to crowd out fair science. 
. You are the representatives of our 
beloved university, preparing for the 
practice of your profession. I am an 
enthusiast upon this subject. Let us 
never forget that we are all members 
of this great university of which we 
have so much reason to be proud. Keep 
this enthusiasm ever warm and young 
in your hearts. May your loyalty to 
the “Blue and Gold” never waver, and 
may you all be missionaries, spreading 
the gospel of the worth andthe blessed- 
ness of Alma Mater. we 
Leaving here, you shall become the 
protectors of the public health and 
ministers of a splendid art. Your de- 
grees will make you children of the 
university; your licenses will make 
you, in a sense, officers of the State; 
your calling will make you brethren of 
a great, useful guild; your learning 


will make you capable of being very 


useful members of society, and may 
your practice, in its honesty, earnest- 
ness, ethical punctiliousness and great- 
hearted humanity, make the com- 
munities in which you shall work, call 
you “blessed.” 


THE PRACTICAL VERSUS THE IM- 
PRACTICAL IN OUR EDUCATIONAL 
SYSTEM 
By Albert Schneider 


We hear it said of this one, “He is 
well educated, but he is not practical,” 
and of that one, “He is practical; but 
is lacking in education.” .What do 
these statements signify? The im- 
practical man is so whether educated 
or not. Education does not make a 
man impractical, nor does the lack of 
education make him practical. In fact 
thereare more impractical ignoramuses 
than there are impractical university 
graduates, due to the fact that the 
naturally practical man is more likely 
to realize the value and importance of 
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learning. In this paper it is desired 
to call attention to that which is im- 
practical in our educational system, ir- 
respective of the naturally practical or 
impractical tendencies in those who 
seek after knowledge. No one will 
deny that our educational system 1s 
doing incalculable good. Nevertheless, 
certain defects exist and it certainly 
can do us no harm to call attention to 
some of them. Attention has been 
called to the impractical side of educa- 


tion from time to time. Parocelcus, 


the eminent alchemist, was bitterly op- 
posed to the academic system of his 
time, openly burning certain text- 
books, declaring that they did more 
harm than good. Others took up the 
work of educational reform, resulting 
in changes for the better. We shall, 
however, not discuss these earlier de- 
fects, nor shall any attempt be made 
to criticise the work of the kindergar- 
ten, grammar school, high school and 
undergraduate university, as they now 
exist. | 

The most urgently needed reform 
is in the graduate courses of the uni- 
versity, embodying the _ so-called 


original research work. There is a 


strong tendency to imitate the Euro- 
pean universities, without even com- 
prehending the ulterior aims and pur- 
poses of the foreign universities. There 
appears to be no special reason why 


we should ape foreign universities. 


There is no reason why we should not 
proceed independently. 
After a student has diligently pre- 


pared himself to do some piece of 


original work, as at the completion of 
the university undergraduate course, 
there is no reason why he should not 
take up some research work which will 
prove of benefit to mankind. _ Why 
should he waste time and energy in an 
effort to determine the probable func- 
tion of the directive spheres in the 
egg-cell of the lily, or worry over de- 


tailed anatomy of the nuclear spindle, 


etc. There is too much astronomical, 
mathematical and literary research. It 
is no doubt interesting to know of the 
behavior of a certain comet that we 
will never see again; it excites our 
envy to see a mathematician manipu- 
late complex algebraic formulae, and 
we may be astounded at the erudite in- 


terpretation of some sentence from 


Browning or from Fichte or Hegel; 


but what is the practical gain there- 


from? Of what avail is all this to 
the mother who sees her child in the 
throes ‘of some fatal malady for which 


medicine has no cure, or to the man 


shipwrecked in mid-ocean, or lost in 
some dreary desert, or to the cancer 
patient, or to the patient in the last 
stages of consumption? Would it not 
be wiser to devote our best energies to 
the improvement of human well-being? 
Let the purely theoretical investiga- 
tions, the mere display of intellectual 
skill, the mere internally evolved 
theorizations and suppositions rest un- 
til we have found a remedy for human 
sufferings, defections, human want and 
woe. As long as we fail to prevent 
the terrific loss of life due to disease 
and warfare, due to starvation and ac- 


cident, and as long as unhappiness, if 


not actual misery, is the rule rather. 
than the exception, there is no time to 
waste in an effort to determine the 
limitations of the ego and the non- 
ego, the types of limb structure of the 


triassic ichthyosauria, the probabili- 


ties concerning the Martian canals, 
theories regarding the evolution of the 
simple curve, the probable velocity of 
stars, the origin and duration of the 
Umlant in Germanic languages, evi- 
dence proving that Shakespeare: did 
not write his own plays, etc. Re- 
searches of this sort may amuse and 
interest some and thus add their iota 
towards maintaining the gaiety of na- 
tions, but not the remotest lasting 
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benefit can result therefrom as far as 
the alleviation of human want and suf- 
fering is concerned. In the wholly 
practical research above hinted at, our 
range of pure knowledge will be evi- 
denced much more than through the 
pursuit of purely theoretical and im- 
practicable investigations, and we will, 
furthermore, have the all-satisfying 
feeling that we have been of some 
benefit to mankind. 
From the above it is not to be con- 


cluded that a university training 1s" 
necessary to accomplish good deeds. 


It does not even follow that the good 
that may be done is proportional to the 
educational qualifications. Some of 
our greatest benefactors were almost 
illiterate. 
from the above that the practical aim 
and end of research work should be 
clearly discernible in advance. 
successful outcome of a bit of research 
work may be purely conjectural or 
even wholly impossible, nevertheless, 
it should be undertaken with some 
practical aim in view, and continued 
until it is demonstrated satisfactorily 
that it can or cannot be accomplished. 


SUBSTITUTION

In view of the agitation for the pur- 
pose of bettering the condition of the 
retail druggist, and directly bearing on 
the various plans proposed for attain- 
ing that end, it is well to remember 
that old legal maxim about coming in- 
to court with clean hands. 

To an outsider, who is not concerned 
with the retail-drug business in any 
way, the hue and cry against pro- 
prietaries has a distinct flavor of tar 
or pitch of some kind, when he reads 
in the daily papers of the suits and 
convictions of retail druggists for lay- 
ing violent hands on the reputation of 
some of the manufacturers of this class 
of preparations. In addition to this, 
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we have the American Druggist’s Syn- 
dicate, through its house organ, The 
Voice, calling the drug jobbers of the 
country out of their names, and throw- 
ing all kinds of filthy mud at those 
who are unable to reconcile the actions - 
of that organization with its profes- 


sions. Then we have “the dispens- 
ing doctor,’ and the _ prescribing 
druggist and the itinerant ven- 


dors. The patent - medicine baron, 
the jobber aliasing as the private in- 
dividual, the corporation, the buying 
club, the temporary combination of 
two or more retailers, or what not, the 
doctor who sidesteps the drug-store, 
the druggist who sidesteps the doctor, 
and exploits his “own preparations,” 
the fellow who goes out in a wagon 
and sidesteps both of the latter, and 
the people who have followed in the 
footsteps of Leach of Oil of Pine fame, 
with a rehash of the methods~of the 
old-fashioned fellow whose “sands of 
life have nearly run out,” all after the 
same dollar that the dear public is 
suspected of concealing about its per- 
son. These differ only in the way 
that they reach for it, and each has 
his own criticism of the method of 
the others. The 
methods of the old style jobber, are 
berated as unlovely and of evil re- 
port by the syndicates and buying 
clubs, and the air is blue with the 
maledictions of those who claim a 
monopoly of all that is lovely and of 
good report, and that they, and they 
alone, are of the altruistic. » 

What do you suppose the dear pub- 
lic, which has the coveted dollar, is 
thinking? 

Just the one thing. 

They are all stirred with the same 
stick of course. | 

The shibboleth, pro bono publico is 
worn to a frazzle. In these days no 
one takes any stock in the notion that 
pharmacy laws are enacted for the 
publie weal, but for the purpose of 
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shunting the dollars away from one 
private strong box into another. 


The actual fact is, that supplying 
the medical needs of the public cuts 


but a small figure in the commercial 
world, but the idea has gained a foot- 
hold that the real province of the phar- 
macist is not that of supplying those 
needs, but is that of one who sells ac- 
tual commodities, and that these com- 
modities are not only intrinsically 
cheap, but their handling calls _ for 
nothing more than a knowledge of 
prices. People are talking about the 


side-lines of pharmacy, seemingly ob- 


livious to the fact that in the estima- 
tion of the class which assumes the 
cheapness and lack of necessity for 
knowledge as factors, pharmacy is it- 
self a side-line. I have been called a 
“pessimist” because I have declared 
that the salvation of the true pharma- 
cist lies through the American Phar- 
maceutical Association. 

Well and good. If that is_ pes- 
simism, I am one! , 

It is true that the term was applie 
by one who is interested in the com- 
plete commercialism of the profession 
—who is not a pharmacist—and who 
realizes that if the commercialism of 
pharmacy according to his methods is 
not accomplished, he will be out of a 
job, but that matters not. 

If the public has not been educated 
to understand that the pharmacist 
must be paid for his service on the 
basis of his knowledge and fitness, and 
not upon a per cent of the actual 
money cost of the things he dispenses, 
the time will come when pharmacy 
will be a lost art, .and for this the 
commercial element will be responsible. 

I have no fault to find with anyone 
because he voluntarily confines his ef- 
forts to barter and sale, and sails under 
the true flag, but I have no words to 
express my contempt for those who 
hide their black flag, and use the name 
of pharmacy for a cloak. . 
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As predicted by Malthus, the world 
has become so full of inhabitants that 
the struggle for existence is strenuous, 
but that struggle has been made the 
harder because money has been made 
the chief goal, and the possession of 
money is taken as an_ evidence of 
worth. It is not a question with the 
public of today: “What is the value 
of a thing to me?” but “how little can 
I get it for?” 

The only argument that those who 
are commercializing pharmacy use, is: 


“T will shade even the little.” 


It is true that they wave the flag 
bearing the motto: “For the good of 
pharmacy,” but their actions show 
that they mean that Meum is bigger 
than Teum. 

No one 1s deceived. 

But to my alleged text. 

Does the druggist who booms the 
sale of something of his own make, 


based upon a formula for imitating 


some advertised proprietary, which has © 
been furnished him by some journal 
editor who knows no more about the 
thing than the man in the moon, come 
before the public with clean hands? 
The country is full of books which 
contain formulas which their compilers 
boldly state are designed as imitations. 
Are the people who use these formulas 
any better than the patent-medicine 


‘man who takes an official formula, 


makes up several hundred gross of 
“Jones Infallible Panacea,” and sells 
it to the public as a wonderful dis- 
covery, due to the astuteness of his 
individual grey matter? 

As pointed out by Raubenheimer, in 
his address as chairman of the section 
of Pharmacy and Dispensing: “No 
sooner one manufacturer exploits a 
specialty than a dozen other manu- 
facturers prepare and market prac- 
tically the same article, and the phar- 
macist, to his sorrow, has to stock 
them all.” 
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The course for pharmacists to pur- 

sue, according to some, if this sad state 
of affairs is to. be remedied, is to fol- 
low the example of the “others,” and 
add his own contribution to the col- 
lection of duplicates, and in every way 
try to convince the dear public that 
he, and he only, is the original ‘Jacob 
(Wahre Jacob), and that all the others, 
including the one who devised the 
- preparation, are base frauds. 
- Some have tried\to show that this 
does not deserve the name of substi- 
tution, but no fair-minded man can 
look at it as anything else. | 

The coating of whitewash is too thin 
to fool the most credulous of the pub- 
lic, and just so long as the retail drug- 
gist stultifies himself by offering 
something which he actually confesses 
is his own imitation of the work of 
another, just so long will the average 
thinking man or woman make up their 
minds that if the other fellow’s thing 
is considered worth imitating, it will 
be a good thing to stick to the original 
fellow. , 

There is no serious objection to anyone’s 
taking any formula, making up a prep- 
aration and exploiting it under his own 
coined name and in his own way, 
excepting that it is really stealing the 
work of another fellow’s brains, and 
is a deception per se, but when it 
comes to appropriating the formula, 
and then hanging on like a tar-bucket 
to the other fellow’s advertising wagon 
and reaching out for the nickels on 
their way to the driver, I fail to see 
wherein it differs from reaching into 
the cash box and taking them out by 
the handful instead of nickel by nickel. 

Druggists are no different from men 
of trade of other kinds, except that 
some of them try to wear the habit of 
a sister of charity while they are driv- 
ing sharp bargains. They are only 
different that way, because a man sell- 
ing a pound of nails or sugar can find 
little chance for posing as an altruist. 
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SOMETHING ABOUT FLIES 
By Fred West 


The fly has been pronounced “de 
trop,” has been tried, found guilty and 
by universal acclaim, must die. 

In answer to the three important 
cosmopolitan questions—Is it good? Is 
it useful? Is it necessary? We are 
compelled to reply with three nega- 
tions, therefore the fly must go. : 

The plea of the fly being a scavenger 
has been refuted. The fly as a scaven- 
ger 1S like a feather duster as a dust 
remover, it merely flings the dust from 
one place to another. 

There are some insects which are 
natural scavengers, many species clear- 
ing away animal and vegetable refuse; 
the tunjble-beetle, a common example, 
rolling ‘away balls of manure larger 
and heavier than itself. 


Not so Mister Fly, he will gather on 


- his proboscis and feet, a choice mess of 


bacteria and. decompusing material 
from some dead animal and transport 
it to a sleeping infant’s lips, or per- 
haps, bolder still, into one’s ice-cream 
soda. 

The sight of a fly at a dinner table 
brings to one’s mind the vile places 


frequented by flies and usually poils 


one’s meal. 

Mister Fly has no table manners, he 
is worse than a hog. In order to eat 
solid or semi-solid food a fly must 
liquefy it. This he accomplishes by 
adapting the tip of his proboscis to 
the surface of the food (yours or his) 
emitting a liquid, sort of saliva, then 
palpating until the material is sufh- 
ciently liquid to be drawn up through 
the proboscis. During this process the 


fly has his feet “on the table,” standing 


on the food with the dirtiest feet im- 
aginable, perhaps having just visited 
the typhoid ward of a hospital. 
The familiar flyspeck, the excrement 
of the fly, is liquid when deposited. 
From evidence that a liquid is ejec- 
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ted from both ends of the alimentary 
canal of the fly, we must conclude 
that a fly needs plenty of water. This 
is true. Flies seek some liquid as soon 
as they commence their daily routine. 
Flies are not strong of flight, being 


unable to fly against a moderate wind. 


For this reason we find so many flies 
seeking shelter in doorways and en- 
tries and for the same reason so few 
of them on board a ship in stream. _ 

The discomfort caused by flies an- 
noying infants and bald-headed men 1s 
insignificant compared with the dread- 
ful motality caused by flies infecting 
milk and food. Then there is the great 
commercial loss by food being ren- 
dered unsalable and fabric, packages, 
labels and containers of all kinds being 
rendered unsightly by the quotation 
and punctuation marks of the fly. Also 
there is the extra expense of labor to 
cleanse the bespecked chandeliers, 
show-cases and windows. 

There are authentic cases on record 
of fly larvae infecting wounds on men 
and animals and of flies laying their 
eggs in the nasal and other body ca- 
vities during sleep. Of course these 
loathsome cases are rare but are none 
the less possible. 

The high mortality among puppies 
is principally caused by fly larvae in- 
fecting the bowels. | 

We can enumerate more counts 
against the fly, each as weighty as the 
other, and all pointing out the fly as 
a bad, an unnecessary, and a useless 
pest. The word unnecessary is not 
used without due consideration. We 
admit that the task is tremendous, but 
a brief review of the antecedents of the 
fly will point out that it is not at all 
impossible to totally exterminate the 
fly. 

The life cycle of the fly begins as one 
of about a hundred eggs laid by an 
adult female usually in the familiar 
manure heap. 
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In from twelve to twenty-four hours 
the eggs hatch and the larval form 
commences. Larvae are familiarly 
known as “maggots.” 
The larvae eat and grow for a period 
of from four to six days, after which 
they crawl from the very moist interior 
of thé manure heap to a drier place, 
such as under a board or stone. 
Here a process of coat-changing, 


taking about four days, transforms the 


crawling white larva into the shining. 
brown pupa, a motionless cylinder, 
slightly longer than the fly. 

Within the brown cylinder, the final 
transformation, occupying from a week 
to ten days, takes place, and upon its 
completion, there emerges a_ fully 
formed fly, ready for business, and if 
a female, capable of four layings of 
from one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty eggs each. 

Taking advantage of our knowledge > 
of the habits of the fly, and of the 
stages in its development, we direct 
our campaign of extermination princi- 
pally against material which may at- 
tract flies, either as food for themselves, 
or as a place for the female to lay her 
eggs. 

It has been reported that ninety-five 
per cent of the house-flies breed in ma- 
nure, and the remaining five per cent 
in garbage and other refuse. Thus 
manure becomes the most important 
material against which to direct our 
efforts. | 

Manure pits and bins should be cov- 
ered tightly. Manure heaps should be 
removed and discontinued. When 
manure is used as a top dressing on soil 
it should be strewn thinly. The sun 
will soon desiccate it and render it use-- 
less as a home for larvae. 

In the stable, all droppings should be 
removed from the stalls early in the 
morning and the bedding sunned 
daily. Imperfectly joined boarding in 
stalls and flooring forms crevices which 
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offer good places for larvae to develop. 
All such crevices should be closed up. 


All food exposed for sale should be 


screened. It would be a good lesson 
for anyone to watch the actions of a 
“blow-fly” on a piece of meat. The 
deposition of the eggs and their en- 
trance into the meat can all be seen 
without the aid of a magnifier, and 


should one care to carry the experi- 


ment furthen the piece of meat can be 


placed in a jar, gauze covered over the 


mouth of it, and the development of 
the adult fly observed. In the bot- 
tom of the jar should be placed a layer 
of sand an inch deep wherein the lar- 


_vae will change to pupae. If the jar is 
experiment 


kept indoors the whole 
should not require more than nine or 
ten days. 
Milk, water, beer, soda-water and 
other sweet liquids spilt upon counters 
should be wiped up dry. a 
All market and kitchen refuse should 


be kept in tightly-closed metal contain- 


ers. 


If the above enumerated suggestions 


are complied with the public will be 
doing all that is required of it. The 
boards of health of most of our large 
cities are instructing the public on the 


subject of flies, by means of posters 


and frequent lectures. 

For the destruction of the adult fly 
itself various appliances, methods and 
chemicals have been used for a great 

many years. | | 

A five per cent solution of formalde- 


hyde, sweetened with sugar or flavored — 


with beer, placed in a shallow saucer 

is the safest poison and is as efficacious 
as the arsenic and cobalt papers on the 
market. | | 

The adhesive fly-catching materials 
upon the market are all good but are 
too expensive. 

The mechanical affairs on the market 
all do good work but require too much 
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labor to clean them, and they must be 


cleaned frequently. 


The wire fly-killers, shaped like a 

flat broom are excellent. They create 
no wind to warn the fly of their ap- 
proach, do not mash the fly enough to 
soil the surface against which they are 
used, and while only killing one at a 
time are sure in their action. _ 
_ Advantage should be taken of the 
fact that flies seek a drink first thing 
in the morning, and if the formalde- 
hyde solution is placed near the source 
of light the flies will drink of it early. 

In conclusion I would like to ask 
everybody not to “SHOO” a fly but to 


squash it.. It may be a female ready to 
lay about a hundred eggs. ©

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
PHARMACY > 


- (From our correspondent at Brussels) 


The Tenth International Corgress 
of Pharmacy was held in Brussels on 
Sept. Ist to 6th, and was attended by 
600 pharmacists of various nationalli- 
ties. It was more cosmopolitan in 
character than, perhaps, any meeting 
of pharmacists that has hitherto been 
held, no less than 21 countries being © 
officially represented. These countries 
were the United States, France, Italy, 
Russia, Norway, Denmark, 
Sweden, Holland, Greece, Hungary, 
China, Japan, Turkey, Venezuela, the 
Argentine Republic, San Salvador, 
Guatemala, Haite and Chili. Great 
Britain was not represented by any 
government delegate, but the Phar- 
maceutical Society sent two repre- 
sentatives, Mr. Edmund White, a 
member of the Council, and Mr. E. S. 
Peck, secretary of the British Pharma- 
ceutical Conference. The delegate 
from the United States was Dr. Reid 
Hunt, of the Hygienic Department, 
Washington. The language spoken 
at the conference was French and it 
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was surprising how fluently the dele- 
gates from the various countries were 
able to speak the language. The most 
important subject which came up for 
consideration was the international 
unification of analytical methods, on 
which there was a long discussion, in 
which the principal speakers were pro- 
fessors in continental schools of phar- 
macy. The subject was introduced 
by the general secretary, Dr. Schamel- 
hout, who showed that different meth- 
ods of standardization give different 
results, and that unless uniform meth- 
ods of testing are adopted the work of 
the international conference for the 


unification of the formulas -of, potent 


drugs, held at Brussels in 1902, can- 
not be satisfactorily completed. As 
an outcome of the discussion it was 
unanimously resolved, on the motion 
of Professor Bourquelot, to request 
the Belgian Government to convene 
an international congress composed 
largely of practicing pharmacists, for 
the purpose of unifying the methods of 
estimating potent drugs, with the 


recommendation that for the estima- 


tion of alkaloidal preparations, prefer- 
ence should be given to gravimetric 
methods. It was also agreed to recom- 
mend that pharmacopoeias should in- 
dicate definitely the methods of deter- 


mining physical constants, and that in 


the case of chemical tests the reactions 


should not be capable of giving rise to 


any difference of interpretation. It 
was also resolved to recommend the 
various authorities responsible for the 
production of pharmacopoeias to adopt 
analytical reagents of a uniform 
standard. The decisions on these two 
questions may.be regarded as the most 
important part of the work of the 
congress, and the meeting was justi- 
fied if no other work than this had 
been done. But other subjects of great 
interest to pharmacists were also con- 
sidered. The position of pharmacists 
with reference to the compilation and 
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revision of pharmacopoeias was dis- 
cussed in a most interesting manner, 
and the general opinion of the meeting 
was that pharmacists actually in prac- 
tice should have a large share in the 
work. 
_ Since the question of an internation- 
al pharmacopoeia is now one which can 
be discussed with some hope of a prac- 
tical issue, it is interesting to note 
that the congress recommended that in 
its compilation pharmacists should 
take a prominent part. In Germany, 
Holland, Belgium, France, as in the 
United States, pharmacists have a 
good share in the work of pharma- 
copoeial revision, but in Great Britain 
the work is solely in the hands of the 
medical professions. Other subjects 
of scientifre interest were discussed, 
but some of them had little or no 
bearing on the practice of pharmacy in 
the United States. For instance, it 
was unanimously resolved to recom- 


_mend the adoption of a system of lim- 


iting the number of pharmacies in 
each country, but there is little likeli- 
hood of this recommendation carrying 


any weight in countries where such a 


system does not already exist. The 
Chief Inspector of Belgian Pharmacies 
read a most interesting paper, in which 
he recommended pharmacists to manu- 
facture their own galenical prepara- 
tions, but in the discussion which fol- 
lowed his paper, much difference of 
opinion was expressed and the com- 
mon-sense view held by many ap- 
peared to be that in many cases it was 
much more economical to buy prepara- 
tions from manufacturers who had 
special appliances and long experience 
in making special articles. Several 
papers of an original character were 
contributed by men of universal re- 
pute. Professor Bourquelot' de- 
scribed the method by which he has 
proved the presence of glucosides in 
a large number of plants. Mr. Lcgqor, 
the well-known authority on aloins, 
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described the experiments by which he 
had established the constitution of the 
active principles of different varieties 
of aloes. Mr. Hercod read a paper 
by himself and Mr. T. Maben on the as- 
say of pepsin, in which was embodied 
the results of investigations made in 
the laboratories of Parke, Davies & 
Co. After a discussion on this paper, 
it was decided to refer the question to 
an international committee with a 
view to establishing a uniform standard 
and method of assay. Another de- 
cision of the congress was to recom- 


mend that pharmacopoeial authorities 


should issue supplements at frequent 


intervals embodying new discoveries 


of importance. Among the questions 
of comntercial interest discussed, the 
one which aroused the most animated 
discussion was on proprietary reme- 
dies. It was quite evident from the 


excited manner in which the speakers 


approached this question that these 
articles are in large demand on the 
Continent of Europe. The discussion 
centered round the- question of price 
protection, and. it was unanimously 
recommended that each country 
should adopt some system to prevent 
the “cutting” of prices. It is hardly 
necessary to point out that this is a 
subject which scarcely admits of in- 
ternational treatment, and the discus- 
sion at Brussels does not provide any 
solution of the problem. Another 
matter which was almost as keenly 
discussed related to the sale of disin- 
fectants, and it was unanimously re- 
solved to recommend that the sale of 
these articles should be under govern- 
ment control.. Perhaps one of the 
most useful results of the congress 
was the decision to form an interna- 
tional pharmaceutical federation, whose 
headquarters will be at the Hague. The 
work of making the necessary arrange- 
ments has been referred to a commit- 
tee and I hope to send further particu- 
lars in a short time.

Co., Greenville, Tenn.)—Misbranded 
within the meaning of the act, in that the 
label on the product represented it to con- 
tain pepsin as a constituent element, which 
representation was false and misleading, 
as pepsin was not present therein in any 
in that said label 
represented the product to be a “pepsin 
headache cure,” which statement was false 
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and misleading, because it was not a cure, 
the product wholly lacking the power to 
effect a cure; in that a slip of paper en- 
closed with the product represents it to 


contain pure pepsin and soda combined . 


with acetanilide and caffein, and that one 
tablet “will ordinarily cure,’ which state- 
ments were false and misleading, the 
preparation not containing sufficient pure 
pepsin to effect a cure; in that the prepara- 
tion contains acetanilide, and the _ label 
thereon does not contain a true and cor- 


rect statement of the quantity or propor- 


tion of acetanilide contained therein, as re- 
quired by section 8 of the act. 


Rexall Headache Wafers (United Drug 
Co., Chicago, Ill.)—Misbranded in that the 
label thereon was false and misleading be- 
cause it stated, among other things, that 


the said drug product in question was a 
headache remedy, “which is not only ef- 
- fective and harmless, but very easy to take, 


and is guaranteed by us,” when, in truth 
and in fact, the said drug product contained 
caffein and acetphenetidin, which are well- 
known harmful and habit-forming ingre- 
dients,rendering the article aforesaid harm- 
ful and injurious to health, and in that said 
label contained a further false and mis- 
leading statement, to the effect that said 
headache wafers contained 228 grains of 
acetphenetidin to each ounce of the said 
wafer, when, in truth and in fact, said 
article contained more than 228 grains, to 
wit: 339 grains of acetphenetidin to each 
ounce of said wafers. 


Racocola (Lehman-Rosenfeld Co., Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio)—Adulterated in that it con- 
tained, in addition to the ingredients men- 
tioned on its label, certain added deleteri- 
ous ingredients, to wit: caffeine and co- 
caine, which added ingredients rendered 
said article of food injurious to health; and 
further charging the misbranding of the 
product, in that the label thereon failed 
to bear a statement of the quantity. or pro- 
portion of caffeine and cocaine contained in 
said article of food. 


Sporty Days Invigorator (J. Simon & 
Sons, St. Louis, Mo.)—The name alone is 
sufficient. Misbranded in that the contents 


of said bottles were labeled and sold as a 
drug and that the label upon said bottle did 
not declare the amount of alcohol con- 
tained therein, nor that said product con- 
tained any alcohol. 


Stuart’s Adhesive Plaster-Pad (St. Louis, 
Mo.)—Misbranded in that the label on the 
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pad in question stated that said compound 
drug possessed qualities which would cure 


or tend to cure the disease of hernia or 


rupture, when, as a matter of fact, said 
compound drug did not possess such quali- 
ties, the statements on said label being 
thus false and misleading; and in that a 
circular enclosed with said plaster-pad bore 
statements to the effect that the pad in 
question was capable of effecting a cure of 
hernia through the agency of the medicines 
it contained and which was furnished with 
the device, and that the application of the. 
device would effect a-cure of hernia by 
closing the hernial opening through action 
upon the muscles and tissues beneath -the 
skin, said statements being false and mis- 
leading. | 

Telephone Headache Tablets (Chas. W. 
Horn, Slatington, Pa.)—Misbranded in that 
the label contained a statement “Telephone 
Headache Tablets. Each envelope contains 
6 tablets. Guaranteed absolutely harm- 
less,’ which statement was false and mis- 


leading in that the said drug did contain 


acetanilide, which is an erratic, powerful, 


‘and injurious article, and was further mis- 
branded in that the product was _ labeled, 


“They (meaning Telephone Headache Tab- 
lets) contain no opium, morphia, or any in- 
jurious medicine. Pleasant to take and 
perfectly harmless when used as directed,” 
which statement was false and misleading 
in that the drug is not perfectly harmless 
and contains an injurious medicine and 
drug, namely, acetanilide, and was further 
misbranded in that it was labeled, “Con- 
taining 200 grains acetanilide per ounce,” 
which statement did not disclose the quan- 
tity or proportion of acetanilide which was 
contained in the six “Telephone Headache 


Tablets” contained in the said package, 


and was further misbranded in that there 
was enclosed in each retail package a 
printed circular, which circular contained 


the statements “This (meaning ‘Telephone 


Headache Tablets’) is one of the greatest 
discoveries that medical science has 
achieved, and never before has mankind 
been so blessed with such a marvelous 
remedy for the relief of pain in any part 
of the body—as sick and nervous -headache, 
neuralgia, toothache, la grippe, rheumatism, 
sciatica—also very efficacious in quieting 
nervous irritation, sleeplessness, feverish- 
ness, cold, etc.;’ “They (meaning ‘Tele- 
phone Headache Tablets’) absolutely con- 
tain no opium, morphia, or any injurious 
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drugs, but are in every respect the latest 
result of science,’ and “This remedy is a 
combination of the best-known medicines 
from the vegetable kingdom, each having 
a specific action of its own, and in their 
combined state, act as a most powerful 
specific against the diseases of the nerve 
centers,” which statements were false, mis- 
leading and deceptive, in that the said prod- 
uct, namely: “Telephone Headache ‘Tab- 
lets,’ was not the greatest discovery that 
medical science has achieved, and did con- 
tain an injurious drug, namely, acetanilide, 
an erratic, powerful and dangerous drug, 
and was not a combination of the best- 
known medicines from the vegetable king- 
dom, because acetanilide, the chief ingredi- 
ent of the product, is not a vegetable prod- 
uct, but a substance compounded from 
aniline, a coal-tar derivative, and acetic 
acid. 


Tuckahoe Lithia Water (Tuckahoe Min- 


eral Springs Co., Northhumberland, Pa.)— 


Misbranded because it bore a label contain- 
ing the following words and statement, to 
wit: “Tuckahoe Lithia Water,’ and “This 


water is a sure solvent for calculi, either 


of the kidneys or liver, especially indicated 
in all diseases due to uric acid diathesis, 
such as gout, rheumatism, gravel stone, in- 
cipient diabetes, Bright’s Disease, inflamed 
bladder, eczema, stomach, nervous and 


malarial disorders,” which words and state- 


ment were false and misleading and cal- 
culated to deceive and mislead the pur- 
chaser, for the reason that the said article 
was not a sure solvent for calculi of the 
kidneys or liver, as above alleged to be. 


Vermouth (Doorninck, Mohler & Cie., 
Bordeaux, M. B. & Cie.)—Misbranded in 
that the bottle in which said product was 
shipped failed to bear a statement on its 
label of the quantity or proportion of alco- 
hol contained therein, when, as a matter of 
fact, said product contained more than 16 
per cent of alcohol; and in that the state- 
ments, to wit: that said product “would 
strengthen the mind,’ “increase the or- 
ganic energy,’ and “was a safe preventive 
of fever and cholera” were all false and 
misleading.

Scientific Notes 


_ Leucocyte Count Without a Microscope 
—The practitioner is sometimes in need of 
immediate white count when at the bedside 
and far from a microscope. Here is a quick, 
satisfactory and easy method by which it 
can be done in the patient’s room and the 


result will be the same as if the counting 


were done through a regular microscope. 


Draw the blood into a pipette, dilute with 


acetic acid and place a drop in the Zeiss 
counting chamber in the usual way. Now 
hold the cover slip on the counting. cham- 
ber with a rubber band. The chamber can 


then be held up to the light and the cor- 


puscles will not slide across the field. The 
counting is done with a small pocket hand 
lens. A sixty-cent lens will do, but there 
are more powerful lenses on the market 
that are hardly larger than a pea and are even 
better. A single frosted electric bulb gives 


the best light, but a lamp or most any single . 


light will do. The knack of seeing the cor- 
puscles and lines well enough to count them 
lies in holding the counting chamber and 
lens absolutely steadily in focus. This is 
easily done by grasping both with both 
hands so that the same fingers are in con- 
tact with both the lens and the counting cham- 
ber, thus preventing any tremor between 
them. Hold to the light and count. Oc- 
casionally a counting chamber is found on 
which the lines are not sufficiently distinct. 
The acetic solution should be filtered. It 
is easy then to tell white blood corpuscles 
from platelets. The reds cannot be counted 
in this way.—Sterling Bunnell, in “The J. 
A. M. A.” 


Milk, Sweet and Sour—C. H. Cattle con- 
trasts the various views as to whether man 
is morphologically a carnivorous’ or a 
herbivorous animal, and sums up chiefly 
in favor of a lacto-vegetarian diet.  Over- 
civilization leads to either overfeeding and 
ignorant feeding, or else underfeeding and 
ignorant feeding, the rich overfeeding and 
the poor being underfed. Man is too carnivo- 
rous, and many diseases, such as _ gout 
and arteriosclerosis, are due to indulgence 
in food containing purin bases. 


The poor man’s diet consists chiefly of 
bread and butter, tea, cheese, potatoes, and 
a very little meat. He seldom took milk, 
a form of food which medical men should 


Syrup (heroin); 


prescribe more often than was the case. 
It contained practically no uric acid bases, 
and cheese with bread and milk was an al- 
most perfect diet. | 


On account of the putrefactive agents in ° 


_ the colon being more active in an alkaline 


medium, it is a distinct advantage to “sour”. 
milk, and so ensure that it reaches the colon 
in an acid form. Souring is best brought 
about by adding the Bulgarian bacillus to 
boiled milk and allowing it to incubate. 
The author is now treating all his typhoid 
patients by this method, and with gratifying 
results. He especially recommends it in 
cases of ulcerative colitis—British Medical 


Journal,

Cooking Eggs for the Sick—In cooking 
eggs in any form, great care must be taken 
not to harden the albumin. To boil an

egg it should be placed in cold water and 
brought to the boil, and lifted from the 
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water as soon as it begins to boil. Yolk 
and white will be equally lightly set, where- 


as if the egg is placed in boiling water and 


kept there for the usual time, the yolk 
is lightly set, but the white is hard and 
indigestible. Poached eggs are good for 
invalid fare, since they can be lifted from 
the boiling water as soon as they are lightly 
set. The addition of a tablespoonful of 
vinegar to the pan of boiling water tends 
to retard the coagulation of the albumin. 
Report of Twenty Cases Treated with 
Ehrlich’s Specific for Syphilis.—The authors 
has used dioxydiamidoarsenobenzol in 
twenty cases, and in addition to the im- 
provement observed by the naked eye, he 
was very much struck by the extraordinary 


change for the better in almost every pa-. 


tient’s general condition; they not only ap- 


_ peared brighter, but felt ever so much bet- 


ter and put on weight. It seems that the 
severer the case the quicker the action. 
A few cases of recurrence of symptoms have 
occurred. It remains an open question 
whether the injection can be repeated and 
have the same action or not, since from 
the theoretical and animal experiments 
Ehrlich is rather inclined to the view that 
after a single injection the spirochetz be- 


come immune to arsenic. The greatest 


proof we have of the non-toxicity of this 
drug is the fact that healthy animals be- 
have quite indifferently to an injection, and 
that it requires 0.1 gramme per kilo to kill 
an animal, which would in a man be equiva- 
lent to about 7 grammes; this being the case 
we shall no doubt hear of larger doses be- 
ing used with impunity. The substance is 
only stable in the form of the bichloride, 
but since it must not be injected in this 
form, it is converted into a mono- or a bi- 
sodium salt by the addition of sodium hy- 
drate just before use, which, being unstable, 
must invariably be employed fresh. The 
injection can be used either intramuscularly 
or intravenously. The author used intra- 
muscular injections. The excess of sodium 
hydrate can be neutralized or not; if it is 
neutralized the pain on injection is not 
nearly so severe, but an emulsion is formed 
which is not always very fine; consequent- 
ly, unless a big needle is used it may be 
impossible to inject it. Whether the in- 
jection be neutralized or not, the whole 
success rests in dissolving the powder first 
of all in as small a quantity as possible of 
ethyl alcohol—not methyl alcohol as has 
been advocated, since unless absolutely 
chemically pure this may give rise to un- 
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pleasant symptoms, which would naturally 


be ascribed to the arsenic. Having dis- 
solved 0.1 gramme of the powder in 0.5 
cubic centimetre of alcohol, 20 cubic centi- 
metres of ordinary sterile water are added, 
and the mixture is thoroughly pounded in 
a mortar until every trace has dissolved, 
and then add slowly, mixing thoroughly 
meanwhile, 1 cubic centimetre of decinormal 
sodium hydrate solution. The emulsion is 
then ready for use. If the solution is 


neutralized it does not detract from the 


drug’s action, as had been anticipated. As 
before, treat with absolute alcohol and dis- 
solve in 10 cubic centimetres of very hot 
water; then add 1 cubic centimetre of nor- 
mal sodium hydrate solution for every 0.1 
gramme of powder used; mix well in a 
mortar and add three drops of a % per cent 
alcoholic solution of phenolphthalein .and 


titrate with normal acetic acid until the red | 


color has completely disappeared, and final- 
ly add a few drops of normal sodium hy- 
drate until a faint rose tint comes back to 
remain, so that the solution is just alkaline. 
For intravenous injections two solutions are 
prepared, well shaken, and mixed imme- 
diately before use. Solution A: 0.5 gramme 
of the substance is dissolved in 3 cubic cen- 
timetres of glycol. Solution B is a mix- 
ture of 240 cubic centimetres of normal 
saline solution with 10.3 cubic centimetres 


of N/5 sodium hydrate—J. E. R. McDon-

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.THE RELATION OF SIGNS AND AD 


SPECIALTIES TO SALESMANSHIP* 


By A. T. Fischer, International Sign and 
Letter Company 


Science has been defined as organ- 
ized knowledge. The science of mod- 
ern signs stands foremost among eff- 
cient publicity methods of the present 
day. 

The efficiency of signs has been a 
matter largely discussed, and in a re- 
cent interview with an authority on 
signs, the statement was made that a 
good sign must contain the proper 
proportions, the elements of a high- 
grade salesman. 
It is admitted that there are four 
distinct steps in making a sale. The 
first is attracting attention; second, 


arousing interest; third, creating de-— 


sire; and fourth, the resolve to buy. 
No successful sale is ever consum- 
mated without these four essentials. 
Granting a sign is made up in a way 
that embraces these four principles, 
the next thing that logically follows 
is the purpose of the sign. 

The producing sign must serve two 
purposes; first, that of the manufac- 
turer who has a product to market 
through the retailer; second, it must 
be a sign which the retailer will be 
pleased to hang, and which will help 
him to sell the goods. 


Two Kinds of Signs 
There are two kinds of signs—one 
made of material and ink—the other 
of brain, material and ink. One is the 
product of careless routine—the other 
the product of conscious creation. <A 
sign is not performing its function un- 
less it produces sales. The sign which 
will produce the most sales for the 
smallest cost is the most successful 

sign, as any one will admit. 

_A strong sign, properly brought be- 
fore the eye of the public, is compell- 
ing—magnetic. Every sign should be 
made so that it will readily promote sug- 
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gestion, and easily dominate the read- 
er’s mind, without its being necessary 
for him to devote any thought or time 
to defining its purpose. How is this 
to be done? First of all, a sign must 
possess individuality and character. 
The design should be one which is 
striking at the first glance. The sign 
must be made so that it will be given 
a prominent position. Position is very 
important. 

Contrast and color (not necessarily 
detail), go a great way to making an 
attractive sign. The writer really be- 
lieves that a sign on the window, made 
in such a way that it can be easily put 
up, and quickly removed, which does 
not require any time or effort to put 
up, is the most efficient. A sign that 
is hanging on the window-pane, not 
in the recess of the window, the sign 
being transparent, is a good piece of 
advertising and the best kind of sign. 
The sign should work “day and night” 
in the retailer’s window. _ 

Where to Hang the Signs 


A sign should be made to hang 
where it will be read by the greatest 


-number of people, in the shortest time. 


A dealer’s window is very valuable 
advertising space, and it costs the 
manufacturer nothing, if he will take 
the trouble to cater to and co-operate 
with the retailer. Don’t forget that 
the dealer will not stop to bother with 
any manufacturer’s advertising mat- 
ter, unless it is such that the dealer 
can put up quickly, and which is not 
in his way, and which does not require 
any effort on his part to put up. 

The great advantage of a properly 
made transparent sign is that it hangs 
from the window in a position where 
every passer-by is bound to see it. 
It works day and night, is attractive 
inside and outside, is strong, made up 
of good contrasty colors and design, 
and makes an impression on the man 
“on the run.” 
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Soda-Fountain Suggestions 


This is the time to get ready for 


the hot-drinks season. The hot-drink © 


business can be made even more profit- 
able than the cold-drink business. <A 
window display announcing the open- 
ing of the hot-drink season is in order. 
The rules regarding order, cleanliness 
and service should be observed. Keep 
in mind the favorites of other seasons 
and try to keep them up to standard or 
to improve them if possible. Here are 


a few general rules which should be 
observed: 


1. Hot drinks must be hot, not luke- 


warm. Rather too hot than not hot 
enough. 

2. Hot drinks must be palatable. 
This is of vital importance. 
3. A few good drinks well served is 
better than a great variety of poor 
quality drinks. 


4. Serve hot drinks in _ appropriate 


containers. . 

5. To serve hot drinks right requires 
experience. Reading about it does not 
make a hot-drink dispenser. He must 


have had the actual experience under 


-a competent man. 

An important question is, what to 
serve? We would suggest the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Hot chocolate. This usually is 
in great demand. 

2. Beef tea. This can be secured 
in liquid form for quick service. Solid 
extracts in cubes (enough for one-cup), 
or in jars, can be used, but their use 
calls for more skill in dispensing. 
Above all see to it that the beef tea 
is hot enough and that it is well sea- 
soned. Some like a little pepper, 
while others prefer it without the pep- 
per. Keep celery salt on hand for 
thoge who wish it. | 


3. Hot malted milk. This is also a 


popular drink, especially with children, 
young people and ladies. Some relish 
sugar added, others prefer it without 
any addition. A little whipped cream 

4. Malted milk chocolate is very 
nice. | 

Conee: make this drink 
popular you must make good coffee. 
Nothing else will do. Use a good 
brand of coffee, make it fairly strong, 


use whipped cream with sugar on the 


side to be added, as desired, by the 
customer. 


6. Tea. Make fresh as called for, 
using the covered cups as employed by 


the Japanese and Chinese. Sugar-on > 


the side as in coftee. ; 
There are many others but the above 
will serve as starters. There are sev- 


eral things to be kept in mind. Don’t 


try to use lumpy malted milk. Ex- 
cellent coffee can be made by the per- 
colation method. A beaten egg can 
be added to the beef tea (beef tea with 


egg). Some customers prefer to sea- 


son the beef tea themselves. Serve a 
few crackers (salted and unsalted) with 
most hot drinks. Clam bouillon, oys- 
ter bouillon and tomato bouillon are 
good drawing cards if well made. 


Effect of Blue Color Upon Flies.— Marre 
and Fe observed that cow stables, the walls 
of which had been painted blue, were evi- 
dently avoided by the common house fly.

RECOMMENDATIONS ADOPTED BY 


THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEES 
OF THE CALIFORNIA PHARMA- 
CEUITICAL ASSOCIATION AND THE 
ALUMNI ASSOCIATION OF THE 
CALIFORNIA COLLEGE OF PHAR- 
MACY 


On Friday evening; September 23, 
1910, a joint meeting of the Legislative 
Committee of the California Pharma- 
ceutical Association and the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the California Col- 
lege of Pharmacy was held at the office 
of The Pacific Pharmacist, 723 Pacific 
Building, San Francisco. 

The meeting was called to order by 
J. G. Munson, chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association. Those 
present were J. G. Munson, J. H. Daw- 
son, G. H. P. Lichthardt of Sacramen- 
to, Prof. F. T. Green, Dr. A. S. Mu- 
sante, Jos. Lengfeld, [. Beck and 
_ A. Schneider. Mr. Munson was made 
chairman and A. Schneider, secretary, 
of the meeting. 


The essential features of: the pro- 


posed new pharmacy law were taken 
up for consideration, using as a model 
the new New York Pharmacy Law. 
The recommendations discussed and 
agreed upon at this meeting are as fol- 
lows: 
I.—Nominations of Members on the Board 
of Pharmacy 

There shall be five board members 
instead of seven as at present. 

It was recommended that the Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association 


should nominate candidates for mem-- 


bership on the board by ballot. Three 
times the number to be appointed shall 


II.—Qualifications for Board Membership 


Ist. Five years or more of legal 
practice in the State of California. 2nd. 
All candidates for nomination must be 


graduates from a reputable college of 


pharmacy (reputable college of phar- 


macy to be defined later) ; active mem- 


bers in the California Pharmaceutical 


‘Association; or specialists in the sev-. 


eral departments of pharmaceutical 
practice; or must be actively interested 
in the professional advancement of 
pharmacy. Evidence of such qualifica- 
tions must be submitted to the State 


association as well as to the appointing 


power. 


III.—Appointment to Membership on the 
Board of Pharmacy 


It was recommended that the Board 
of Regents of the State University of 
California appoint the board members 
from the list of nominations submitted 
by the State association. In case the 
Regents cannot assume this power, the 
appointing power is to be left with the 
Governor, as heretofore. Incidentally 
it. was explained that leaving the 
nominating power with the State asso- 
ciation and the appointing power with 
the Governor, the same conditions 
would prevail as now regulate the 
practice of medicine. 
IV.—Time of Service of Board Members 

It was unanimously agreed that the 
time of service should be five years, 
one new member to be appointed ‘each 
year. This would make the time ser- 
vice of the members of the first board 
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five, four, three, two and one years. 
Time service of the first board to be 
determined by lot. 


V. —Administration of Pure Drugs Law 


It was recommended that the Cali- 
fornia Pure Drugs Law be adminis- 
tered by the State Board -of Pharmacy 
rather than by the Board of Health as 
at present. The Board of Pharmacy 
to have the power to select a laboratory 
site and to appoint a director who is 
to be in charge of the Pure Drugs 
Laboratory. The Board of Pharmacy 


is to co-operate with the Federal au- 


thorities in enforcing the Pure Drugs 
Law. In addition to this the powers 
and duties of the Board of Pharmacy 


of the State of California shall be 


practically the same as those granted 
the board members of New York. 
VI.—Organization of the Board 


The secretary of the Board of Phar- 
macy is to be appointed by the board 


members and the organization of the 


board is to be much the same as per 
the present law. 


VII.—Admission to Practice in the State of 
California 


Ist. It was recommended that a 
distinction be made between pharmacist 
and druggist, as in the New York law. 
The titles “pharmacist” and “druggist” 
which are adopted in the New York 
law were not adopted. A suggestion 
was made that the names “Pharmacist 
of the First Class” and “Pharmacist of 


_ the Second Class” should apply. Only 


pharmacists of the first class shall be 
permitted to conduct a pharmacy. A 
pharmacist or “Pharmacist of the First 
Class” shall comply with the follow- 
ing: (This suggestion was ordered 
tabled for further discussion and con- 


sideration. ) 


1. Is more than 21 years old. 

2. Good moral character. 

3. Has either received the diploma of a 
reputable college of pharmacy or equivalent 
degree from a school or a license conferring 
the full right to practice ‘pharmacology in 


some foreign country registered as meeting 
the minimum requirements of this article. 

4. Has had four years of experience. 
The time spent at college to be included as 
experience, an academic year to count as a_ 
full year. The practical experience in phar- 
macy, or in other words, the experience 
outside of a college of pharmacy must be 
obtained in.a registered pharmacy, and one 
year of said experience must have been 
within five years of the date of application. 
It was left undecided as to whether the 
practical experience should be before or 
after graduation. 


eget The qualification of druggist 
r “Pharmacist of the Second Class” 
to sia the same as in the New York law, 


to wit: 


1.- Is more than bibhiked years of age. 

2. Is of good moral character. 

3. Has the preliminary education re- 
quired of a pharmacist of the first class. 

4. Has had three years’ experience in a 
registered pharmacy, one year of which ex- 
perience within five years of the date of 
application must have. been in a pharmacy 
of the United States under the personal 


supervision of a pharmacist. 


3rd. Qualifications for apprentice 
and storekeepers to be the same as in 
the New York law, to wit: 


Apprentice. They shall admit to the ex- 
amination for apprentice any candidate that 
pays a fee of one dollar, and 

1. Is more than fifteen years of age. 

2. Is of good moral’character. 

3. Has begun an apprenticeship for the 
term of practical experience required by 
this article. 

Storekeeper. They shall nidat to the ex- 
amination for storekeeper any candidate 
that pays a fee of three dollars annually, 
and 

1. Is more than twenty-one years of age. 

2. Is of good moral character. 

3. Has had experience in dealing in 
drugs, chemicals, medicines and poisons. 

The above includes the reeommenda- 
tions adopted by the Joint Committee 


on September 23, 1910. In other re- 


gards, the present California law or 


the New York law were approved with 
such modifications as may be neces- 
sary to adapt them to the conditions 
as they now exist in the State of Cali- 


fornia. 
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It was also agreed unanimously, that 
the new law should not be made retro- 
active upon those actively engaged in 
pharmacy at the time the law goes into 
effect, which is to be in 1912.

(September 12-16, 1910.)

If the N. A. R. D. or 
any other pharmaceutical organization 
wants recognition by the coming Na- 
tional Board of Health they must first 
of all cease all antagonism to the ef- 
forts now being made to establish such 
a department, and then use every in- 
fluence and effort favoring a National 
Board of Health. Then and not until 
then can the pharmacists expect to re- 


ceive recognition. 
We give here the text of the more 


important resolutions as they were 


finally adopted: 
California Relief Fund 


Resolved, That the California Relief 


Fund be made and known as a permanent 
relief fund, to be used for the benefit of re- 
tail druggists in such emergencies as the 
executive committee may deem proper. 


Opposition to Sale of Liquors in Drug- 
Stores 

Resolved, That we reaffirm our ‘oft-re- 

peated declaration that we are opposed to 

the sale in retail drug-stores of intoxicating 

liquors for other than medicinal purposes. 


Supervision of Advertising in Notes 
Whereas, The system employed during 


the past year for supervising the advertise-

-Deprecate Direct Sales to Physicians 

Resolved, That we deprecate the fact that

Resolved, That we heartily favor National] 
legislation that will prevent the indiscrim- 
inating sale, distribution and use a habit- 
forming drugs. 

Resolved, That our legislative committee 
be instructed to propose such changes in 
pending legislation on this subject as will 
best conserve the interests of the public. — 
Against Internal Revenue Department’s 

Classification of Druggists 
Whereas, Under the Internal Revenue 
Laws of the United States, retail druggists 
are compelled to class themselves as retail 
liquor dealers, and aaa 

Whereas, Such classification is not cor- 
rect, but tends to confusion and misunder- 
standing, 

Resolved, That we direct our legislative 
committee to endeavor to secure such modi- 
fication of the Internal Revenue laws as 
will give to the retail-drug trade a more 
appropriate title under these laws. 

Higher Pay for Druggist Postmasters 

Whereas, The payment given to retail 


druggists having post-office substations in 
their store appears to be unsatisfactory in 


many instances. 


Resolved, That this association assist as 
far as possible such retail druggists in se- 
curing compensation in conformity with the 
services rendered. 


Favors Uniformity of State Drug Acts 

Resolved, That this association favors 
uniformity in pure-drugs acts of the various 
states, and that state- boards of pharmacy 
be empowered to enforce such acts and 
have power to control the character of all 
drugs sold or distributed to the public. 


For Higher Educational Standards ~ 
Resolved, That the educational standards 
for pharmacists be raised in conformity 
with the demands upon the profession. 


Pharmacists on Local Boards of Health 
Whereas, Pharmaceutical organizations 
and individual pharmacists are at all times 
striving for the protection of the public 
health and have demonstrated their ability 
to protect its interests, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
association that pharmacy be given repre- 
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sentation on the various State and local 
boards of health. 


Against Druggists Prescribing oid Doctors 
| Dispensing 


Whereas, Medicine and pharmacy are two 
distinct professions, requiring several years 
of preparation, in most instances a college 
course of from two to four years, and in 
all cases a State board examination before 
a practitioner is allowed to enter upon his 


important duties as a full-fledged licentiate, 


and, 

Whereas, The two professions have en- 
tered upon an era of reform in “getting 
back to first principles” in medicine and 
pharmacy and in establishing closer rela- 


tions in the interests of the physician, phar- 
macist and patient, the basis: of which is 


mutual concessions and good will; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That the laws of our statute 
books which prohibit under penalties. the 
diagnosing and prescribing for the sick by 
pharmacists, hereby receive our fullest 
commendation and the _ reasonable and 
proper enforcement of them our unqualified 
support;

CLEAR COUNTER SERVICE—SOME- 
THING NEW 
~The whole soda-water trade will be in- 
terested in an announcement made on an- 
other page of this issue by the Liquid Car- 
bonic Company of a radically new type of 
fountain that that company has just per- 
fected and is now placing on the market. 


We are not given explicit details as to the 


mechanical construction of this outfit, other 
than the important fact that it does away 
with the draft-stand. 

Manifestly, this accomplishes an impor- 
tant saving in ice because it avoids the loss 
of refrigeration that is inevitable in any 
draft-stand, owing, to the fact that a draft- 
stand is above the counter where it is con- 
stantly played upon by air-currents, and 


where it is impossible to refrigerate the 


pipes in the interior. 

From a dispenser’s standpoint, also, the 
new type of fountain will be welcome, be- 
cause 1t means a short, waist-high reach to 
the faucet instead of the slower, more tir- 
ing, shoulder-high reach to the faucet of 
an elevated draft-stand. There is also an 
advantage in having a clear serving counter, 
free of all obstructions.
